Isn't it rather tragic that even 


the Prince of P€£ce could not es- 
cape strife? For most of His ;nin- 
istry, Jesus was 
surrounded .by 


foes. During His last week He was 
in fierce conflict with the crowd 
that had determined to do Him to 
death. 
_ , 
Nor was the struggle one-sided. 


-Throughout this closing week of 
K.1s life, Jesus showed Himself to 
T^e the Lion of the .Tribe of Judah, 


as well as the Lamb of God. His 
triumphal Entry had been a defi- 
ance and challenge to 
His 
foes. 


Knowing what awaited Him. He 
openly waged war with the priests 
and Pharisees. 
The twenty-third 


chapter of Matthew 
records 
the 
most terrific arraignment of a ren- 


* egade ruling class ever made by 
orator of patriot. 
No skulking, hiding, timorous ob- 


ject or terrorism was our Master; 
but a brave man and a 
fearless 


fighter for truth, undismayed by 
;near and inevitable death. The sub. 


millitancy of 
those 
closing 


of the Masters' mission puts 


iron into the blood, and courage in- 
to the heart of all who are enlist- 
ed under His flag. Pie showed men 
how to live and how to die. 
The Flattery of Hypocrites. 


Strong men are more displeased 


by the "jollier" than by the sland- 
erer. 
Insincere flattery is an af- 


front to one's self-respect. When 
the clever emissaries of His ene- 
mies came to Jesus with honeyed 
words of praise, He knew them for 
•what they were. As Matthew re- 
ports, they had been sent by the 
Pharisees to entangle and ensnare 
Him in His talk. 
They were the 


•witness by examination and cross- 
examination. They were not seek- 
ers after truth and light and jus- 
tice, but pettifoggers 
and 
trick- 


sters, with a dishonest cleverness 
in the use of catch-questions. Their 
insincere souls were 
their 
own 


damnation. 
I am sorry for the man who has 


never enjoyed the luxury of telling 
a scoundrel that he is a scoundrel; 
of holding up the mirror of truth 
to a dishonest man's face. Jesus 
permitted Himself this privilege of 
sterling manhood. 
He 
was no 


mealy-mouthed mumbler of 
soft 


speech. 
When the cringing crooks 


came to Him, 
drooling 
fulsome 


phrases and professing an insin- 
cere eagerness to know a Jewish 
patriot's duty toward the Roman 
Government, Jesus blasted 
them 
with the scornful phrase, "Ye hypo- 
crites!" Remember that, 
all ye 


jellyfish Christians who are afraid 
to call even the clevil by his prop- 
er name. Our day's 
Chrisianity 


needs a baptism of the courage of 
Christ. 
The Christian ami the State. 
Contemptuously, curtly, and 
by 


an' object-lesson, as if dealing with 


boys, the Master called for 


, a com. 
I 
"^..ose is this image and super-; 


scvlptlon?" 


"Caesar's." 
"Render therefore unto 
Caesar 


the things which are Caesar's; and 
unto God the things 
that 
are 


Gods." 
To that there could be no an- 


swer. Strange and simple as a sun- 
beam shone the truth that loyalty 
o the state and loyalty to God go 


/,\and in hand. They are not con- 
"flicting, but suplementary. 
Those 


who are true to the highest alle- 
giances. 
Good men are also good 


citizens. 
Pillars of 
the 
nations 


have ever been the sober-minded 
persons who recognize that intel- 
ligent patriotism is a religious du- 
ty.Christians are not slackers. Their 
spiritual sense sensitizes ancl sup- 
ports their citizenship. Law-break- 
ers do not come out of the church- 
es and Sunday schools. 
In every 


tional emergency, it is the churches 
that are the first and main reli- 
ances of the State in promoting 
loyalty and high patriotism. 


If, in these latter days, there jiave 


arisen within the ranks of religion 


a few noisy sentimentalists who are 
clamorous critics of their own na- 
tions, and propagandists of other 
nations, they are in no wise repre- 
sentative of the rank and file; for 
the latter cheerfully obey Christ's 
command to 'render _ unto Caesar 
the things which are "Caesar's; and 
unto God the things that are God's., 
Democracy had its 
springs 
in 


Christianity; and their own self- 
made, self-imposed laws are obeyed 
by the friends of God, whatever 
pagan selfists may do. • 
Power For Patriotism. 


Perhaps the bed-rock problem of 


good government in our 
time 
is 


how to create and maintain a mor- 
al passion of patriotism, which win 
ever put ahead of self-intcst the 
welfare of the nation, and so of 
the world. Ours is the day of the 
cult 
of 
individualism. "Personal 


liberty" is the slogan of the rest- 
less and shortsighted and selfish, 
who have never learned to. sub- 
due an impulse to 
a 
principle. 


"Self-expression" 
and self-gratifi- 


cation are rampant doctrines; and 
they lead, as a moment's straight 
thinking shows, to the dissolving 
of democracy and to the advent of 
anarchy. Anybody can sec that, if 
each person is to obey his own 
whims and tastes and desires and 
convenience, then there can be left 
no common law, no master allegi- 
ance, no united well-being. Where 
concern for the common welfa::, 
and solicitute for one's country are 
lacking as master motives, democ- 
racy simply cannot continue. 


As surely as gasoline is needed to 


make an automobile go, so a social 
sense, or what may better be cail- 
ed a spiritual obligation, is requir- 
ed to provide power for the prac- 
tice' of patriotism. 
The patriot is 


one -who thinks first of 
a 
unit 


greater than-himself,—of his coun- 
try and of his fellowmen. If he puts 
self first, he fails of his patriotism. 
Selfishness is the fundamental dis- 
loyalty. 
L^t us get hold of this 


truth by the handle. For it is,the 
basic principle of temperance and 
prohibition, before which the self- 
pleasing of those who would exalt a 
taste or an appetite into a life-sov- 
ereignty shrivels into pettiness. 


Life's Highest Law. 


Simple and strong was the teach- 


ing of Jesus. 
After the coin il- 


lustration of loyalty, the Master had 
occasion to confute another one of 
the pettifogging lawyers, by lay- 
ing down, in explicit terms, the su- 
preme law of life. He set forth* the 
larger loyalties which should al- 
ways govern his disciples; and in 
these principles we find the root of 
all social reform. 


Setting a dialetic snare for the 


Teacher's feet, the Pharisee-lawyer, 
dissembling 
his 
hostility, asked, 


"Master, which is the great com- 
mandment in the law?" 


Cutting boldly through all'.legal- 


istic 
and 
theological 
enmesh- 


rhents, Jesus replied, unequivocally 
and explicitly, "Thou shaltr love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
and with all thy soul, and with all 
thy mind. 
This is the first and 
great commandment. 
The second 


is like unto it, Thou she It love thy 
neighbor as thyself. 
One these 


two commandments hang all the 
law and the prophets." 


There we have 
life's 
working 


law, simply stated in the two al- 
legiances—loyalty to God first,—of 
course, in order to stabilize ancl vi- 
talize lesser loyalties—and then a 
loyalty to our fellowmen as real 
and active as*loyalty to one's self. 
That is Christ's conception of a 
functioning social order. In theso 
'two major life-loyalties is wrapped 
up a power for moral passion; a 
concern, for human welfare, a so- 
licitude for one's own country; a 
sense of world-service. 


In the light of this great pro- 


nouncement, self-indulgence, with 
out regard to the rights of other 
men or to the right of God's sover- 
eignty, becomes the great disloy- 
alty. 
To "render unto God 
the 


things that are 'God's" calls for a 
display of His spirit of sacrificial

iron into the blood, and courage in- 
to the heart of all who are enlist- 
ed under His flag. He showed men 
how to live and how to die. , 


The Flattery of Hypocrites. 


Strong men are more displeased 


by the "jollier" than by the sland- 
erer. Insincere flattery is an af- 
front to one's self-respect. When 
the clever emissaries of His ene- 
mies came to Jesus with honeyed 
words of praise, He knew them for 
what they were. 
As Matthew re- 
ports, they had been sent by the 
Pharisees to entangle and ensnare 
Him in His tall:. They were the 
witness by examination and cross- 
examination. 
They were not seek- 


ers after truth and light and jus- 
tice, but pettifoggers and 
trick- 


sters, with a dishonest cleverness 
in the use of catch-questions. Their 
Insincere souls were 
their 
own 


damnation. 
I am sorry for the man who has 


never enjoyed the luxury of telling 
a scoundrel that he is a scoundrel; 
of holding up the mirror of truth 
to a dishonest man's face. 
Jesus 


permitted Himself this privilege of 
sterling manhood. 
He 
was

mealy-mouthed mumbler of 
soft 


speech. When the cringing crooks 
came to Him, 
drooling 
fulsome 
phrases and professing an insin- 
cere eagerness to know a Jewish 
patriot's duty toward the Roman 
Government, Jesus blasted 
them 


with the scornful phrase, "Ye hypo- 
crites!" Remember that,

jellyfish Christians who are afraid 
to call even the devil by his prop- 
er name. Our day's 
Chrisianity 


needs a baptism of the courage of 
Christ. 
The Christian and the State. 
Contemptuously, curtly, and

Good men are also good 


citizens. 
Pillars of

have ever been the sober-minded 
persons who recognize that intel- 
ligent patriotism is a religious du- 
ty.Christians are not slackers. Their 
spiritual sense sensitizes and sup- 


- ports their citizenship. Law-break- 


ers do not come out of the church- 
es and Sunday schools. 
In every 


tiona] emergency, it is the churches 


' that are the first and main reli- 


ances of the State in promoting 
loyalty and high patriotism. 


If, in these latter days, there have 


arisen within the ranks of religion 


a few noisy sentimentalists who are 
clamorous critics of their own na- 
tions, and propagandists of other 
nations, they are in no wise repre- 
sentative of the rank and file; for 
the latter cheerfully obey Christ's 
command to 'render, unto Caesar 
the things which are Caesar's; and 
unto God the things that are God's.- 
Democracy had its 
springs 
in 


Christianity; and their own self- 
made, self-imposed laws are obeyed 
by the friends of God, whatever 
pagan selfists may do. • 


Power For Patriotism. 


Perhaps the bed-rock problem of 


good government in our 
time 
is 


how to create and maintain a mor- 
al passion of patriotism, which will 
ever put ahead of self-intcst the 
welfare of the nation, and so of 
the world. Ours is the day of the 
cult 
of 
individualism. "Personal 


liberty" is the slogan of the rest- 
less and shortsighted and selfish, 
who have never learned to sub- 
due an impulse 
to a principle. 


"Self-expreSsion" and self-gratifi- 
cation are rampant doctrines; and 
they lead, as a moment's straight 
thinking shows, to the dissolving 
of democracy and to the advent of 
anarchy. Anybody can see that, if 
each person is to obey hJs own 
whims and tastes and desires and 
convenience, then there can be left 
no common law, no master allegi- 
ance, no united well-being. Where 
concern for the common welfa: 2, 
and solicitute for one's country are 
lacking as master motives, democ- 
racy simply cannot continue. 


As surely as gasoline is needed to 


make an automobile go, so a social 
sense, or what may better be call- 
ed a spiritual obligation, is requir- 
ed to provide power for the prac- 
tice' of patriotism. 
The patriot is 


one who thinks first of 
a 
unit 


greater than .himself,—of his coun- 
try and of his fellowmen. If he puts 
self first, he fails of his patriotism. 
Selfishness is the fundamental dis- 
loyalty. 
Let us get hold of this 


truth by the handle. For it is. the 
basic principle of temperance and 
prohibition, before which the self- 
pleasing of those who would exalt a 
taste or an appetite into a life-sov- 
ereignty shrivels into pettiness. 


Life's Highest Law. 


Simple and strong was the teach- 


ing of Jesus. 
After the coin il- 


lustration of loyalty, the Master had 
occasion to confute another one of 
the pettifogging lawyers, by lay- 
ing down, in explicit terms, the su- 
preme law of life. He set forth' the 
larger loyalties which should al- 
ways govern his disciples; and m 
these principles we find the root of 
all social reform. 


Setting a dialetic snare for the 


Teacher's feet, the Pharisee-lawyer, 
dissembling 
his 
hostility, asked, 


"Master, which is the great com- 
mandment in the law?" 
: 


Cutting boldly through all; legal- 


istic 
and 
theological 
enmesh- 


j merits, Jesus replied, unequivocally 
! and explicitly, "Thou shalf love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, 
[and with all thy soul, and with all 
' thy mind. 
This is the first and 


great commandment. The second 
is like unto it, Thou Shalt lo've thy 
neighbor as thyself. 
One these 


two commandments hang all the 
law and the prophets." 


There we have 
life's 
working 


law, simply stated in the two 
af- 


legiances—loyalty to God first,—of 
course, in order to stabilize and vi- 
talize lesser loyalties—and then a 
loyalty to our fellowmen as real 
and active asMoyalty to one's self. 
That is Christ's conception of a 
functioning social order. In thosv 
two major life-loyalties is wrapped 
up a power for moral passion; a 
concern, for human welfare, a so- 
licitude for one's own country; a 
sense of world-service. 


In the light of this great pro- 


nouncement, self-indulgence, with 
out regard to the rights of other 
men or to the right of God's sover- 
eignty, becomes the great disloy- 
alty. To "render unto 
God 
the 


things that are 'God's" calls for a 
display of His spirit of sacrificial

Whether the tariff bill will be pass- 
ed or not depended today, congres- 
sional leaders believed, on whether

DALLAS, May 13. 


The general conference of 
the 
Methodist 
Episcopal 


Church, South, today reject- 
ed the proposed written con- 
stitution by a vote of 188 for 
to 205 against. 
It 
would 


have required a two-thirds 
majority to adopt, and 
then 
it 


would have been necessary to ob- 
tain the ratification of annual con- 
ferences by a three-fourths affirm- 
ative vote. 


Defeat of the constitution cul- 


minated efforts of over 2B years to 
write one, the church having ad- 
hered to the code of discipline for 
its governmental guide. 


The rejected document had been 


freely amended during 
the four 


days it was up for discussion, and 
some members of the commission 
that drew the original draft upon 
instructions of the Memphis con- 
ference four years ago, opposed its 
adoption in its final form. Nota- 
ble among these was the Rev. A. 
J. Lamar of Nashville. Tenn., who 
had been a member of every gen- 
eral conference since 1890. 


Opponents of the draft contended 


it changed the form of government 
of the church and if adopted would 
have plunged the church into fac- 
tional strife during the next four 
years while its ratification was be- 
ing considered by the annual con- 
ferences,Argument Spirited 


Proponents countered with argu- 


ments that a written constitution 
would eliminate exising contention 
within the membership and also 
that it might be wholesome for 
the church to adopt the changes 
that had been advocated in the 
document. 


"If you adopt this constitution 


you will go away with a church 
different from the one you came 
here with," Dr. F. J. Prettyman of 
Baltimore, Md., told the conference. 


He said the government of the 


church would bo shifted from the 
Episcopacy to the Congregational 
plan. 
He attacked 
the provision 


giying power to a general confer- 
ence to indicate the number of 
years bishops should hold office. 


J. C. Roper of Greenville, S. C, 


favored the constitution because,
